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Remarks 

Claims 1-7 and 9 are currently pending in the subject application and are presently under 
consideration. Claims 10-42 have been cancelled and claims 43-54 have been added as new 
claims reciting the limitations of allowed claims 1-7 and 9. Applicants' representative thanks 
Examiner for indicating claims 1-7 and 9 have been allowed, and as agreed by telephone 
conversation on February 24, 2007, we have cancelled the remainder of the claims and 
incorporated the allowed claim limitations into new method and means-plus-function claims 
mitigating the need for a new search. For this reason, the application is believed to be in 
condition for allowance. 

Favorable reconsideration of the subject patent application is respectfully requested in 
view of the comments and amendments herein. 

II. Rejection of Claims 21-27, 29 and 41 Under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 21-27, 29 and 41 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sadahiro (U.S. 6,237,136) in view of Dumarot, etal. (U.S. 6,059,842). This rejection 
should be withdrawn for at least the following reason. Claims 21-27, 29 and 41 have been 
cancelled; therefore, this rejection is moot. 

III. Rejection of Claims 10-18, 20, 30-40 and 42 Under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 10-18, 20, 30-40 and 42 stand rejected 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sadahiro (U.S. 6,237,136) and Dumarot, etal. (U.S. 6,059,842) in view of Stern, etal. (U.S. 
2003/0233349). This rejection should be withdrawn for at least the following reason. Claims 
10-18, 20, 30-40 and 42 have been cancelled, rendering the Examiner's rejection moot.
